Well, we are back! but the time spent in Belgium went by so fast 
that I am wondering if our trip wasn't just a wonderful dream. 

Let me tell you a little about what happened! We left Boston, June 28, 
with 10 hrs, delay ( would we recommend Capitol Airlines ? well, I am 
not too sure, but it had the cheapest fare) and arrived quite tired 
in Brussels where 3 handsome young men and 2 cars were waiting to 
take us to Herstal, my home town - it felt so good to be home again, 
to be with all these people, family and friends who are so dear to us. 
Wherever we went, we were well received - and you know the Belgian 

way to receive people, it’s eat,eat,eat..and pies,pies,pies everywhc 

just between us now, I put on 5 lbs... and enjoyed putting on everyone 
Of them ! 

We found early during our vacation that it was cheaper for us to rent 
a car (from a local dealer, not from Avis or Hertz) than to use public 
transportation , which are getting more and more expensive along with 
the high cost of living prevalent in Belgium and the rest of Western 
Europe. 

Except for a few days in France, where we visited our 96 years old 
Grand Aunt, most of our vacation was spent.in Belgium, but it wasn't 
enough because genealogically speaking I didn't accomplish enough. 
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We visited the archives centers in Huy, in Arlon, in Liege, also 
the Antwerp City Archives and the Museum of the Army. 


All State Archives Centers are open to everyone from 9-12 and 1-5» 
Saturday from 9-12 only. A card is issued to each patron who is 
aslo requested to sign a register. . To have access to the Vital Records 
(towns and churches) one has to find out which numbers they were 
assigned in a book listing the Vital Records? then one has to 
list the records and their numbers on a special form, the attendants 
in charge bring the requested records to a table. Indexes to Parish 
Records ax*e available in the reading room on a help yourself basis.

The Archives Center in Huy is located in 
an old convent; the curator, his assistants 
were most friendly and helpful - I found 
all I wanted to find there, I even learned 
that Thisnes is pronounced " TIN” ! 

The Archives Center in Arlon was in the proce 
of moving to their new quarters, which 
meant of course, :that I couldn't have 
access to the already moved records, just 
the ones that I needed too; well, c'est 
la vie.... The personel working in the 
Archives Center, is most pleasant and 
helpful - to the researchers in America 
and elsewhere, they wish to say that they 
are always happy to help, but that they 


cannot do research for anyone. 
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I was very well received at Antwerp 
City Archives Center, the outside of 
the building is a old convent, but the 
inside is modem, very neat and well kept. 
The archives themselves are very impressive 
there are thousands of books, but 
unfortunately no easy and quick way to 
find passengers. 

The most useful records called " Police 
Records" were burned in 19^5* 

Antwerp City Archives Center receives 
requests for informations from many 
nations; these requests are not discarded, 
but are kept on file, when and if the 
information is found, it's forwarded 
to the researchers. 

The only advice that they can give us is 
that when we write to them requesting 
informations on an ancestor who left 
Belgium from the port of Antwerp, to 
include as many names as possible of 
people who tx*avelled with that ancestor 
on the same ship. They think that index 
cards from Passengers Lists (as shown on 
this page) would be helpful.

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Our trip to the Army Museum was less than successful} after talking, 
to the Curator over thoir inter-telephone system, we were let into 
a room were the collection Brouwet was^ kept, it's a collection of 
medals dating from the Napoleonic era - we came back at 1130 PM 
to meet as plan with the Curator, this time the guide talked to 
him and again we were let into another roota full of costums and 
weapons dating from the 1st. Empire. It was all very interesting, but 
unfortunately we didn't gain access to a library or to any papers 
which could have been helpful to genealogists, and I didn'tget to meet 
with the Curator.... Did I misunderstood him '? did he misunderstood me? 
we waited a while and then we took time to visit the rest of the 
museum - it was certainly worth it, never had we realized that so many 
Belgians were in so many wars, Asia, Africa, Americas, name it and they 

were there - of course they had had a lot of practice at home too. 

Took special note of this .account " In 1830 during the Belgian 
Revolution, the Tzar of Russia ordered his Polish troups to march 
against the Belgian people, they replied that they would not wage 
war against a people who was fighting for its freedom. The Tzar did 
march on the Polish Army which was defeated, many of the Polish 
Officers took refuge in Belgium and became part of the Belgian Army M . 

So this is the not very detailed account of my genealogical activities, 

I sincerely regret that I wasn't able to visit all of the State 
Archives Centers. 

I almost sent a post card to each of you but when I realized"that 
it would cost $3°»00, I changed my mind, but be assured that I 
thought of you all - in fact I had all of your pedigrees charts with 
me, just in case. 

Oh yes, I almost forgot, in Antwerp I was told that there is a policeman 
by the name of Kokkelenberg. 

And that Renoz with the Printer Tutot and Tax Collector Cralle founded 
a paper factory at the Boverie, (liege) and with Baron de Grailet, 
burgomaster of Liege, they established a stage-coach service between 
Paris and Liege. (Papers of Notaire Ansiaiix, 18-19 Sept. I78I, Aug 4, 1782 
May 20, 1783)* There is a bust of the Architect J.B. Renoz at "Jardin 
d*Acclimatation" in Liege. 

In the records of the town of Thisnes, there is mention of a witness 
by the name of Dellis who is said living in Crehen. / ;r

If you know other persons who may 
be able to assist in this search, I will appreciate having their names 
and addresse8(write them at the side). 

If you are interested in the history or records of these families, I 
would be glad to share with you what I already have.

Pierre recommend that we do not send international coupns or monies 
along, with the pedigree-chart letters, he feels that if the people 
receiving the letters are also interested in genealogical or historical 
research, they will gladly pay the postage to answer your letter. 

Another of Pierre's advice is that you make sure that your letter 
going to Belgium is as light as possible , he talks from experience, 
the first few letters that he sent to Belgium cost him 62 0 a piece, 
but he was able to reduce the cost to 31 t by using a smaller-lighter 
air mail envelope.

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•SOME BELGIAN IMMIGRANTS EXTRACTED FROM PASSENGER LISTS 


While searching passenger lists at the National Archives, I extracted the names of some Belgians 
who had entered the U.S. through the Port of New York. The list does not necessarily reflect all of 
the Belgians on any particular ship nor for any period of time, but a sampling selected by reason of 
legibility and time available. One particular observation that I can pass on to searchers for 
Belgians on passenger lists is that they should not confine themselves only to vessels that sailed 
from Belgian and Holland ports because I found immigrants on board ships from Harve, Liverpool, 

London and a few from Bremen, One outstanding example is the SS Bothnia, which sailed from Liverpool 
and arrived in New York on 20 April 1881, carrying 54 Belgians; an unusually high number for any one 
ship. Information on each individual is shown in the following format: .Last name; first name; age; 
occupation; destination. A question mark after any item means that it was illegible. a dash (-) 
means no entry was made on the passenger list for that item.

RONSE (old spelling'is RONSSK, in French it's RENAIX), RF. community 
and main town of the county bearing same name, of the district and 

2 1/2 miles from Oudenaarde (Audenarde) and 7 miles from Gent. 

It is bordered N. by Kwaremont (Quaremont), Zulzeke (Sulsique), Nukerke; 

E. by Etikhove (Etichove), Maarke (Marke) and Ellezelles; S. by the 
territories of St. Sauveur and Dergneau (Hainaut Province)} W. by 
Wattripont and Ru3seignies. This community is divided into 17 sections, 
the city of Ronse per say, has 4 of them. The waterways Molenbeke and 
Isacsbeke go thru Ronse and run into the river Rhosne S.W. of the 
city not far from Wattripont. Located in a fertile valley, surrounded 
by a chain of mountains which opens-up to the West, this city offers 
one of the moot picturest area of the province. In the plain the top 
soil is argillaceous and very productive but higher up the soil is 
calcareous and rocky. Main crops aret cereals, oleaginous plants, tobacco, 
fruits, vegetables; grapes are also cultivated. The total} area is of 
2,903 hectares *; farming land is of 2,102 ha.*; grazing land is of 
164 ha.; woods 3*9 ha.? land not suitable for fanning 112 ha.; rivers, 
roads and pathways 196 ha. 

There are 400 horses, 1300 cattle heads, 3 to 400 pigs and 5 flocks of 
sheep, game and poultry are plentiful; there are some bee keeping. 
Population 1 12,069 inhabitants. The community is made of 2,126 houses, 
there are 3 churches, 2 chapels, 1 townhall, one hospital, an orphanage, 

5 public schools, 13 private schools and one jail. 

3 fountains made in 1818 adorn each one Of the public squares of the 
city. There is a ferruginous water fountain at the Grand Market 
Square. The old castle is in ruins. 

This city has factories making coton cloth, handkerchiefs, cotton 
blankets, linen cloth, hats, chocolate, china, bricks, roof tiles, 
weaving combs, soap, candles; there are some distilleries, brouweries 
maker of a white beer known as "TJytzet", cloth bleaching houses, dye 
houses, tanneries, currying of leather , salt raffineries, tread 
twisting mfg. There are also a few flour, malt, oil, tobacco, chicory, 
mustard mills. The trade of cloth is very flourishing. 

There is a tax free market the 1st. Wednesday of every month and 2 
very large fairs per year, the 1st. Tuesday after Trinity Day and the 
1st. Tuesday of September, these fairs last 2 days. There are 2 weekly 
markets on Wednesday and on Saturday, that of Wednesday is the busiest 
it sells as much as 15 - 16,000 cloth pieces.
